ost-War Engineering 
Studies to be Unchanged 

Cincinnati, Oct. lO-(CUP)- 
The Society for Promotion . of 
Engineering Education held its 
convention lately In this city. 

Dr. A. n. Stevenson Jr., of 
Schenectady, addressed t li o 
members, urging that, in the 
post-war period, colleges should 
continue their pre-war curri- 
cula rather than to bring forth 
a completely new system of 
education. Recently young en- 
gineers have been sraduating 
from colleges after an acceler-: 
ated education, thus without 
sufficient time to absorb the 
fundamental principles. 

Vet these Engineers have met 
their greater responsibilities 
and emergency so splendidly 
that changes do not seem to be 
needed. 

The speaker stressed the nec- 
essity for putting more em- 
phasis on the fundomentals of 
engineering, hoping that the 
colleges would make up for the 
lack or education brought on by 
the accelerated war courses.

Hay Be Cut This Year 

London, Ont., Oct. lO.-(CUP) 
—According to a release from 
Western University, Junior and 
Senior students may have their 
COTC training reduced to 60 
hours this year,^ under certain 
conditions. 

At a meeting this summer be- 
tween representatives of the 
Universities and Officers; of the 
Army, Navy and Air Force, re- 
commendations were made to 
National Defence Headquarters 
as follows: AU physicaly fit 
men to take training this year: 
first and second year men 110 
hours; third and fourth year 
men 60 hours provided that 
they have taken 110 hours in 
each of the first two years, have 
attended two camps, and have 
the permission of their Com- 
manding Officer. Alt men niust 
attend the two-week summer 
camp.

Hear Mr. John Dando, 
Dr. Frances Alexander 

Dancing Follows in Ballroom, 
With ChonK,Routine and Skit 

College training in preparation for a democratic and peace* 
ul nosl-wnr world was Etressed both by Dr. Alexander, of the 
'sychology Department, and by Mr. Dando, of the English De- 
partment, in addressing the incoming students of this year. 

* Dr. Alexander, speaking to the 
rcshettcs at a banquet held in 
their* honor by the Women's 
Union in the Grill Room last 
night, discussed "Freshmen Ad- 
justment to College Life." "An 
understanding of yourselves Is very 
closely related to your adjustment 
to college life," she stated, pointing 
out that most college students enter 
university having Just completed 
adolescence, .or are rapidly near- 
ing that stage. 

College Life Evaluated 

"But the period ot development 
is from a dependent position to one 
of Independence and responsibUity," 
she continued. The period ot college 
life corresponds to these changes, 
the psychologist explained, and the 
emotional strain is concentrated in 
various ways— with parental rela- 
tionships, with friendly relation- 
ships,' and with a lack of self- 
confidence. 

"It is in your college career that 
you arc going to attain your own 
Independence and self-discipline," 
the doctor added, outlining the 
fundamental methods for attaining 
these characteristics. 

Scholastc requirements must be 
met first, because the university 
will not allow students to continua 
without these, but social adjustment 
is also recognized by the faculty ai 
a necessary part of college educa- 
tion, the doctor emphasised, 

"Why people do not succeed ii 
their scholastic adjustment is no* 
due to lack'of ability In most case; 
but to personal experiences, soda» 
and emotional adjustments," Dr. 
Alexander noted, and gave ex- 
amples of these. They were in th« 
main past environment, family in- 
fluences, lack of ambition, an over- 
valuation of social activities, and a< 
present the strain ot the war situa- 
tion. 

"The purpose of college Is to pre- 
pare you for a democratic way ot 
life in the post-war world. If you 
live democracy within your group 
you have accomplished a basis foi 
post-war living. Women should take 
their share and responsibility, and 
use their franchise lo preserve 
peace," concluded Dr. Alexander. 

Dr. Roscoe Present 
Dr. Alexander was introduced by 
BeryU UnderhiU, in charge of 
Frcshettc Reception, and Dr. Ros- 
coe, Dean of R.V.C; Mrs. Murray, 
Secretary lo Dr. Roscoe; Dixie An- 
drews, President of the Women's 
Union; Marilee Cayford, Athletics 
President: Joan Turner, Dorothy 
Turnbull, ReccptlonlsU, and Ruth 
Hill, pianist, were guests at the 
Head Tabic. 

"I think the celebration ot the 
release of Paris on this continent 
was disgraceful and uncalled for; it 
is not for us to celebrate the vic- 
tory, it is for those who fought the 
war. Our work will come after the 
celebration is over," stressed Mr. 
Dando, speaking to the Arts 'and 
Science freshmen at the dinner 
held for them by the Arts and 
Selene^ Undergrad Society in the 
Union Cafeteria last night.

Seger Discusses 
Ântl-Nazi Groups 
Inside Germany 

Refugee Editor 
States Problem 
Of Re-education 



Staling that there are two 
schools of thought. with regard 
to Germany, Gerhart H. Seger 
today professed to^ belong to 
the "DIstinctlonlsts" as opposed 
to the followers of Vanslttart. 
In his luncheon speech before 
the Canadian Club yesterday, 
the German refugee editor of 
the anti-Nazi "Neue VokszeU 
tung" and one-time inmate of a 
Nazi concentration camp, gave 
as a reason for his "strong be- 
lief in the distinction between 
Nazis and anti-Nazis the fact 
that Hitler has to maintain 
within Germany a huge and 
active Gestapo, and concentra- 
tion camps peopled with many 
non-Jews. 

Mr. Seger pointed out "as a 
further ' considcraUon" that 
whereas the underground move- 
ments in the so-called occupied 
countries were plentifully pro 
vlded with arms from "the dc 
mobilized but not completely 
stripped, armies which were 
militarily defeated," In Ger- 
many the underground was 
without arms. In that country, 
he pointed out, the underground 
was civilian, and the "Gestapo 
terrorizing the population 
speaks the same language as the 
members • of .the resistance," 
thus making poUce control tre- 
mendously easier. There arc ac- 
cording to Mr. Seger approxi- 
mately 865,000 Gestapo agents 
in Geimany, or about one to 
every 100 people. 

Much opposition could not, 
therefore, be expected from the 
German underground at this 
time, Mr. Seger conUnued,' but

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Two Universities — One Aim 

When the University of Montreal was in- 
corporated into one building, a new vista open- 
ed before the eyes of those interested in promot- 
ing better English-French relationships. After 
some preliminary approaches, the overtures 
were made by the U. of M., whoso Société Ar- 
tistique in mid-February of last session dedicat- 
ed to McGill and its student-body the concert 
given by Cloudio Arrau. McGill reciprocated 
in a smaller way when The Daily gave over 
an entire Feature Page to a comprehensive 
sketch of The University of Montreal. The 
whole thing culminated in the proposal, printed 
as an open letter by Pierre Vaillancourt, that, 
an inter-university club be founded, where En^^ 
lish and French-speaking students could mitf^e' 
and learn mutual appreciation. The thesis;«f 
this proposal was that one of the most effectlW 
ways of promoting a real French-En^h 
understanding within the Canadian framework 
«ras to afford a direct contact between university 
students and graduates of the two sections. 

Little further was done about the idea, 
Although basic specifications had been outlined 
for it. Among these was the suggested require- 
toent that the membership be kept to a fifty- 
iifty proportion of U. of M. and McGill 
Audents; and that its administration be entirely 
Independent of both universities. 

Now, however, the scheme should be thrown 
open for discussion once more, to the end that 
a definite result be attained. We can do little 
more than state the problem, and hope that in 
the statement may lie the germ of a solution. 

Where shall the club be located? East or 
west of the mountain, or close to one of the 
univenities^, How can a steady use of its 
faciliti(M|be guaranteed, beyond the present 
general desire for a common meeting-place? 
And most immediately pressing, how great 
would the initial cost and the upkeep be 

The whole thing hinges on many factors, 
incluring geography, the housing shortoge, and 
the ease with which the necessary funds can be 
raised. The program for raising these funds will 
require considerable and concerted effort by a 
persistent and enthusiastic group. Before going 
ahead with it, however, it is well to be united 
and agreed upon the full aspects of the club's

In this sixth year of war, we ' have 
reason to be of good cheer, for although 
the victory is not yet won, it is in sight. 
As yet we have not experienced the great loss 
of life which was suffered by both sides in the 
last war, and for this we should be grateful. 
Our Russian allies have been bearing the brunt 
of the German arms, and to them goes a great 
deal of the credit for our high morale. In addi- 
tion, our recent campaigns have met with con- 
siderable success, and for this we should thank 
God. 

We must not feel, however, that the winning 
of the war will be the end of our problems. For 
us, as university students, the fight will be be- 
ginning. Tlio lives laid down by our fighting 
troops will have been sacrificed in vain if we 
Ho not insure a just settlement of the peace, and 
a stable economic structure for those who re- 
turn and for ; future generations. This is the 
"raison d'etre" of all students who are permitted

An Interview 
With George S. Counts 

I<ast week at the teachers* convention. Dr. George 
S. Counts of Columbia gave two addresses. I had 
the pleasure of hearing both his survey of the state 
of the world and his review of the new horizons in 
education, as well as talking to him for over an hour 
at his hotel. 

In 1832 he had written his most fiery book, "Oare 
the School Build a New Social Order?"?,.^. Two years 
later came his "Social Foundations ot-lèducation." 
while In 1D39 he wrote the short pamphlet, "The 
Schools Can Teach Democracy." In 1944, his eyes 
• revealed that here was another who had seen -his 
drcamr of a better world come to frustr«tlôn~and 
finally war. When his voice paused thera.'was a 
-drop In his eyes that bespoke of the^^^wëlliH-uD 
hopes that the man had had, and which he'SO'Joager 
believed would be realized. His analy,sts~^Oie 
post-war period was pessimistic. rrr: 

He asked me if Canadians felt they were coming 
back to jobs; what people here felt about India; 
whether the CCJ". could come to power; the strength 
of the Nationalist forces. in. Qtiebec^and other points 
which as a leader of the Libéral Party in New York 
he would be interested In. In turn I questioned him 
about his work In the Civil Liberties Union, which 
he declared had much less work than in the last 
war. Although the fact that large parts of labour 
had a vested interest now. in contrast to their for- 
mer militancy and opposition to government policy 
in the last war, might partly explain this situation. 

As one of the leaders of the Progressive Education 
Movement, I asked him if the talk of "indiscipline" 
that some teachers were complaining of would cur- 
tall the activity of the enterprise programs, and 
whether Russia's recent changes in education would 
influence American practice. . He did not think the 
latter would, and pointed to the fact that the New 
York Schools were this year introducing the program 
of the progressive educators. 

Leaving him, forcibly, to catch the army-medical 
bus for Longueuil, I remembered fragments of both 
his lecture and conversation. He quoted O. W. 
Holmes, "Less Inquiry about the abstruse, more 
thought about the oljvious needed"; "despotism can- 
not be destroyed by the sword . . . until we remove 
the conditions out of which It arises. It may return"; 
his recommendation of Leo Chaim's book, "The Rest 
of Your Life"; "the need for voluntary world col- 
laboration"; "the need to leam from the totalitarian 
countries how to make full use of our educational 
system," etc. WhOe from his second address, his 
point about our need of a conception of education 
and civilization commensurate with the times; one 
embracing an acceptance of our industrial civiliza- 
tion, its technology and scientific method, the human- 
istic concept of the brotherhood of all races and 
peoples, and the democratic heritage, was worthy of 
retention. Democracy be defined not as a cover-all 
for everything we like, but a specific system resting 
on individual and political liberty and equality, and 
power in the hands of the people. 

At the conclusion of his address the question was 
asked, "Since mass industrialization minimizes the 
individual and democracy elevates the worth of tee 
individual, how integrate them?" Volumes have 
been written on this question, but his answer did 
contain the valid point, that with the reduction in 
the length of the working day due to the surplus 
of labour, functioning groups brought together by 
voluntary personal , relationships would be able to 
use the new leisinre and the Instruments created by 
society for the mutual growth of both society and 
the Individual;, provided,^ of course, we get out of 
the hold oI;conuntfelàlizéd recreation. A good point 
with whlch|ip}leave any audience.

Library 
Topics 



The UNRRA Library 

The world-wide Importanco of 
the recent UNRRA Conference has 
already been realized and the future 
results of the meetings will be ob- 
served by everyone. It can be im- 
agined how immense and detailed 
was the behind-the-scenes organi- 
zation for so historic a conference. 
One aspect of particular interest 
was the setting up of a library In 
the Windsor Hotel for the use of 
delegates to the session, their staffs, 
and members of the UNRRA secre- 
tariat 

Lists of books and periodicals 
found necessary at the first confer- 
ence In Atlantic City in November, 
1043, were sent, before this confer- 
ence began, to various libraries in 
the city to see what each could loan 
for the two-week period of the ses- 
sion. After comparison, the choice 
was made of the Redpath Ubrary 
of McGill University, and Purvis 
Hall. Then the collection was as- 
sembled in one of three rooms in 
the hotel allotted to the librarian. 

It consisted of about 300 volumes: 
general reference books like the 
Encyclopedia Britannica, English 
and foreign language dictionaries, 
an atlas or two, several Who's Who 
volumes, the World Almanac, some 
League of Nations and Interna' 
tlonal Labour Office' publications, 
various year-books, the 20 volume 
Survey of International Affairs, 
several U.S. Government docu- 
ments, and a few periodicals such as 
the United Nations Review. 

Wall maps from McGill Library 
were much commented on, being 
scarce in Washington, and they en- 
hanced the appearance of the lib. 
rary itself and the adjoining read- 
ing room where the dally. Issues of 
Montreal newspapers were kept 
and later clipped by CWAC assist- 
ants. OUier co-operating libraries 
were the Sun Life and the Cana 
dian Institute of International Af- 
fairs, the International Labour Of 
flee, the Royal Bank, Defence In' 
dusUries Limited, and the Alumi- 
num Company of Canada. 

Miss Lucille Donovan, librarian of 
UNRRA, came with one of her staff 
from Washington to be In charge of 
the library, and brought with her 
documents of the first session with 
the catalogue of these. The docu- 
ments of the second session were 
Indexed and filed as soon as print- 
ed.' A cumulative guide to the 
UNRRA documents came out every 
third day in the Journal of the ses- 
sion; furthermore, the librarians an- 
notated the conference agenda by 
listing the numbers of documents 
under the relevant items. Thus, 
those attending the meetings were 
able by consultation of the Journal 
to. find documents on subjects want- 
ed and to identify those required. 

Much of the general reference of 
the library was done by three 
Montreal librarians working four 
hours a day each, whose . services 
weire loaned by the librarians of 
cooperating libraries, as In -the case 
of Miss Grace Hamlyn of McGill 
Library on the recommendation ^f 
Dr. G. R. Lomer, Librarian of the 
University. The library was open 
every day, including Sundays, from 
8 a.m. till 10 p.m. There was con- 
stant telephone, postal, and messen- 
ger service within the hotel and be- 
tween the library and various city 
libraries. 

For anyone woridng there, it was 
a most interesting place to be, with 
opportunities to attend an occasion- 
al plenary meeting and to be pre- 
sent In Windsor Hall when Prime 
Minister King welcomed the dele- 
gates to Canada. 

McGlll was glad to have this op- 
portunity to cooperate in so* signifi- 
cant an undertaking.
